the author of it, but was a pupil of 
Caxton, the printer, who translated the 
Legend into English. The stor, was told, 
Maí. perhaps, invented, by Hastmann von 
der Aue, a Minnesinger of the twelfth 
century, and became the text-book of the 
legendary lore of the Middle Ages. [It 
was first written in Latin by Jacobus de 
Voragine—a Dominican friar, who after. 
wards became Archbishop of Genoa, and 
died in 1292. He called his book simply 
** Legends of tie Saints,” and the epithet 
“Golden ”” was given to it by his 
admirers; for, to quote Wynkyn, “‘ Like 
as passeth gold in value all other metals, 
go this legend exceedeth all other books.” . 

Yet not everybody felt like this about 
it. “Lonvfellow, to whom we «we the 
modern English versicn, tells us that 
Edward Leigh, ‘‘in much distress of 
mind,’’ calls it “ a book written by a man 
of leaden hear; for the barcness of 
errours that are without wit or reason and 
of a brazen forehead for his impudent 
boldness in reporting things so fabulous 
and incredible.”’ He himself agrees with 
Wynkyn ds Worde, and says that he has 
retained the title “ Golden  Legend”’ 
because “ the story on which it is founded 
seems to me to surpass all others in beauty 
and significance. It exhibits amidst the 
corruption of the Middle Ages the virtues 
of disinterestedness and self-sacrifice and 
the power of Faith, Hope and Charity 
suficient ior all exigencies of life and 
death.’’

Ghe Fascist’s Salute. 


Within the past few years everyone has 
become familiar with the upraised and out- 
stretched right arm which was the Fascist’s 
salute to his fellows. At many athletic 
and other meetings, where marches-past 
were made, it became the custom to yive 
the Fascist salute to the guest of honour 
at the function. In future, nobody in 
Italy, except Signor Mussolini, will be 
given the salute, and a decree has been 
issued by the Secretary-General of the 
Fascisti, Signor Starace, prohibiting its 
use except in honour of Jl Duce. 

This monopoly reminds me of the Zulu 
Buyete which was the prerogative of the 
Kings of Zululand. One exception aloue 
was made by these Bantu Samurai, when 
in recognition of his courage and his work 
for them the assembled regiments hailed 
Sir Theophilus Shepstone, in the presence 
of their monarch, with Bayéte, t’Sompseu.

THE CENTRE OF IRELAND. 

Knockast Hill is, for all practical pur- 
poses, the very centre of Iveland. From 
iis summit you may on a fine day pick out 
landmarks in twenty Irish shires; its sides, 
sloping down to the pleasant lands of pasture 
and bog, are overlooked by no other 
eminence of any kind. North, south, east 
and. west of it the county stretches out 
only in slight undulations, so that to the eye 
of a watcher on the hill-top it is as if he or 
she had looked down upon an immense plan, 
a map that covers three-quarters of Ireland. 

We came to the foot of Knockast when 
rain was vlotting out its sammit; and where 
the road, twisting serpent-like wunon itself. 
changed to a boreen we left our car and 
walked until the boreen, becoming a sheep- 
track, must needs make us grasp roots of 
grass and heather to assist us in our climb. 
At length, panting and breathless, we topped 
the summit, to find all around it 
a huge wall of Joose stones. Here 
the wind was blowing a forty-mile-an- 
hour gale, and in the driving . rain 
a score of labourers, their caps turned back 
to front, so that the peaks stould prevent 
the water from running down their necks, 
were working under the direction of the two 
excavators. Dr. Hugh O'Neill Hencken, 
Assistant Curator of European Archeology 
at Harvard University, and his assistant, 
Mr. H. L. Movius, who is but recently re- 
turned from important excavation work jn 
Palestine, were at the moment both busy 


burials, represents a new chapter in ‘Irish 
archeological history. A pre-Christian ceme- 
tery, it was built first some 4,000 years ago 
by a pre-Celtic, Bronze age, people who had 
in them certain of the traditions of the 
Megalithic builders, the people who built the 
Dolmens and such groups of monuménts as 
are found at Newgrange. About fifty feet in 
diameter and some four feet high, it is quite 
unlike any other Bronze-age cairn in Ireland, 
and bears evidence that, after the initial 
burials, other bodies were intruded beneath 
the surface of dark earth and stones. 

It contained at various levels no less than 
thirty-eight cremated burials, of which at 
least nine were in urns—the best preserved of 
these I saw unearthed with infinite care 
during my visit—as well as three complete 
skeletons. Of these latter one was a man, 
lying on his back with arms folded over his 
body. Another, that of a woman, was buried 
very deep in the. cairn in the flexed (or 
double up) position, with knees and elbows 
hunched. he bones of the third skeleton 
were in great confusion, evidently having 
been interfered with by the subsequent 
burial of cremated remains. All were 
of normal. height, but bore peculiar 
characteristics. hat of the first, especially, 
showed complete evidence of the general 
ruggedness of type peculiar to primitive 
peoples, with abnormally big thigh-bones 
and limbs, the sign of. climbers or- mountain 
dwellers. The brow-ridges on the heads of all 
are extremely marked, and all had very re- 
ceding foreheads, In each case, too, the 
lower face protruded, marking them of the 
type known to anthropologists as prognathos. 
Peculiarly enough, however, all had thin and 
highly arched noses, not usually found in 
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The top of the cairn of Knockast Hill, 


showing some of the huge stones which

with a Theodolite and other instruments. 
Their business was such as would brook no 
interruption. 


SURVEY VANTAGE POINT. 

The top of Knockast Hill was, many years 
ago, used by the Ordnance Survey as a. 
vantage point from which to make a survey 
of the Midland counties. as well, indeed, as to 
make, check und correct the Survey of Ireland. 
Its position, as I have described it, makes it 
virtually unique as a vantage point, and on 
its top the map-makers selected a particular 
rock from which to make a triangulatory 
survey. This rock, which I shall call the 
Trigonometrical stone, was at the time of 
my arrival engaging the undivided attention 
of the two archeologists, their purpose being 
to check its position to the thousandth part 
of an inch, so that when the excavations hdd 
been completed, they covld replace it 
exactly; thus would they ensure that’ future 
surveyors using the same stone should not 
find their calculations at variance with those 
of their predecessors. 

You and I (being laymen) would not think 
that a matter of this sort was so important 
as to occupy some five hours of calculation 
and checking. But when, as was afterwards 
explained to me, the slightest error in read- 
justment might result in remarkable conse- 
quences—so much so, indeed, that future 
scientists might inquire into the why and 
the wherefore of a subsidence of the island 
that is Ireland—I began to understand the 
need for such caution, 

Before that, however, the clouds had

_A discovery, which, it is hoped, will be of 
historical interest, was made on Thursday at 


Ballyheady mountain, three miles from Bally-. 


connell, on a bleak, gravelly mountain, on 
which stands a cairn off stones, about eight or 
ten feet high and thirty yards in circumfer- 
ence at the base. | 
The owner of the mountain, Michael 
Mc'leegue, sold the pile of stones to Cavan 
County Council, whose workmen, under the 
Government Relief Scheme, were a 
track through the peat to the cairn, 
they came upon what was thought. to be a 
foxhole, but which proved to be the entrance 
to a vave or tunnel, about six feet deep, 
in which lay the skeleton of a man well above

primitive peoples—even pre-Celtic people of 
the Bronze age—though they were 
undoubtedly of the type that is known to 
Irish history as belonging to the Round- 


VESSELS FOUND. 

In the case of the cremated burials, so far 
as can be seen at. present, all the pottery, 
except two items, are of known Bronze age 
variety, the others being round-based hemi- 
spherical howls, The latter in Europe . are 
generally eons age (and exceedingly 
rare in Ireland), and are probably survivals 
of the Neolithic period. 

Along with the vessels and the cremated 
ashes were found cylindrical bone beads, a 
small bronze dagger, which is an unfailing in- 
dication of the date of the beginning of the 
cairn, and deep down, a bronze-pin-brooch 
inlaid with silver. Other discoveries included 
a large piece of polished crystal, weighing 
several ounces, and possibly used as an 
article of female adornment; a flint instru- 
ment and portion of a bronze knife, as well 
as a bronze ornament, found in one of the 
pots. 

Under the centre of the cairn—now estab- 
lished as having been erected somewhere in 
B.C. 2000 to B.C. 1500—are large patches of 
earth burned red by. fire. In these patches 
were found three pits, each some two feet in 
diameter and less than a foot deep, which 
were filled with small animal bones. These 
“ finds *’ present a problem. They may, on 
the one hand, represent the cremated ashes of 
animals killed in a funeral feast. They may, 
equally well tell, as in Egyptian burials, that 
a cherished animal friend of the dead has been

THE IRISH RAILWAY CRISIS. 

TO THK EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—May I bring the following points 
before the stockholders of the Great Southern 
Railways? Since last March it has beea 
generally recognised that their position 1s 
desperate, that only resolute action, founded 
on a well-informed public opinion, can save 
the entire system; and, on the authority of 
the Railway Tribunal, we now know that the 
directors have already done everything in 
their power and that the fault does not lie 
with them. The Board has now given its 
blessing to the formation of county, urban 
and rural committees, whose duty it will be 
to approach and inform the general public; 
but, except in places where organisations 
already exist, the shareholders do not usually 
even know one another. I, therefore, urge 
them to communicate without delay with the 
company’s offices at rep. gy: 9 so that 
they may be put in touch with others in 
their district who may also desire to act 
promptly in the interests of justice and for 
the protection of thei¥ property. 

The railwaymen’s organisations have been 
actively canvassing for many months, as they 
are fully entitled and Galette to do, but 
there is just a danger that the general public, 
in whose hands our fate rests, may be led 
to ignore the danger to the concern as a 
whole, while concentrating on the hardship 
and risk of the very Saoráid body of 
vailwaymen. losing their employment. Your 


readers must pardon me for reminding them 


that, if the stockholders had not put down 
their money to build, equip and run our 
greatest national undertaking, not one of 
these railwaymen would ever have been em- 
loyed as such. The public is in danger of 
sa the one available service for long and 
fast b ulage of goods and passengers, and 
being left wholly dependent on road and on 
coastwise services. The risk goes very much 
further. The roads of Ireland are wholly 
unfit to. bear the extra load which will be 
thrown on them if the railway shuts down; 
the ratepayers are wholly unable to provide 
funds for strengthening the roads sufficiently. 
Worst. of all, at a time when so many eyes 
are turned towards industrial revival, for 
which capital is all too scarce, who is going 
to venture savings in new and problematical 
industries when some _ twenty-six million 
pounds, secured on the most essential of all 
national services, have been allowed to drift 
into ruin? 

Let me remind your readers that, even if 
dividends were not high, our railways. would 
still be solvent and the greatest employers of 
labour in the country but for persistent 
Government interference with them since 
1914. Then began the imposition of British 
wages and working hours, which Irish 
traffics were never able to bear, followed by 
the State’s loading a number of. bankrupt 
lines, which had been constructed for 
philanthropic purposes, upon the unfortunate 
Great Southern Company, which was already 
being mercilessly bled of its receipts from 
goods and passenger traffic by road competi- 
tion. Not only did the responsible Ministry 
look on complacently while this was happen- 
ing—although the end of such a policy of 
drift was inevitable—but other Ministries 
were simultaneously subsidising roads for 
motor traffic parallel with the railways, which 
could only be competitors instead of useful 
feeders. Most absurd of all, in some cases 
State subsidies were given to roads which 
were actually competing with State-subsidised 
lines. Surely it is time that the public took 
a hand.—Yours, etc.,

The Stresa Conference. 

When the Lausanne Conference came to 
an end the statesmen of Europe dis- 
persed in the knowledge that they would 
meet again. Another conference was th 
sight, and the highest claim which 
the delegates at Lausanne could make 
was that they had created machinery 
to clear the ground in preparation for it. 
Since that time the British Commonwealth 
has surveyed its position at Ottawa, and 
this week the countries of Central and 
Eastern Europe have met at Stresa to con- 
tinue the process of house-cleaning. The 
world is in no position to disregard these 
deliberations. An attempt to unravel the 
mid-European tangle may be regarded as 
somewhat small beer after the gathering 
of the great at Lausanne and the pomp 
and circumstance of imperial counsels at 
Ottawa: but in its relation to ultimate 
peace it is equally important. The treaty 
of Versailles rolled up the old map of 
Europe, but in the new map the cld 
problems have not been eliminated. The 
countries of Central Europe to-day are 
united only in the possession of a common 
Their debts to Western Europe

cold blood at Stresa, and at least they 
may form a basis for further agreements. 
In effect, they are directed towards the 
removal of artificial trade- restrictions. 
The complete abolition of import and 
export restrictions is advocated in the 
first clause; but this recommendation is 
qualified in a manner which leaves.it with 
little value as an immediate solvent of the 
difficulties. - The system of restrictions 
has become so complicated that the 
establishment of free trade in the Danube 
countries cannot be achieved at one 
stroke. In default of socomplete a reversal 
of policy, the representatives at Warsaw 
recommended that the debtor States 
should be granted by their creditors a 
system of quotas for imports, to corre- 
spond in value to the payments due for 
international debts. The movement of 
grain and live-stock, it was suggested, 
could be assisted by preferential treatment 
in the form of reductions in customs 
tarifis. Furthermore, the Warsaw con- 
ference advised a special loan to compen- 
sate the banks for moneys which cannot 
be collected from the farmers. 

The first days at Stresa have been occu- 
pied by discussion of these points, and of 
the matters arising out of them. In gene- 
ral, their reception has been favourable, 
although it is realised that their benefits 
to the world at large cannot be on so 
great a scale as some of the Western 
Powers had hoped from the conference. 
To-day, the general discussion ended, the 
delegutes will proceed to the consideration 
of individual proposals; and the 
world must hope that the new sick 
Europe will derive from 
strength to allow for 
the treatment of other invalids at 
the World Conference, Such 
reinedies, however, may alleviate, but they 
cannot cure. The States of Central 
Europe are founded on a basis which is 
neither economic They re- 
present the purely political aspirations of 
jarring sects. Free trade, or even friendly 
intercourse, is impossible between such 
countries as Austria and Hungary, where 
the absence of a stable rate of exchange 
hampers all commerce. Austria herself 
is in the position of a farmer with an 
excellent range of outbuildings, but with 
no fields to cultivate ; for she possesses the 
City of Vienna, and almost nothing else. 
A customs union with Germany could 
have saved her, but the last word on 
that project has been said by France. The 
position of these two countries, unfor- 
tunately, is typical of the rest. They 
maintain a profitless existence simply b2- 
cause their leaders lack the initiative to 
co-operate with their neighbours. While 
this post-War bitterness continues to 
dominate Danubian counsels the inter- 
vention of other countries, however well 
meant, is likely to be of little benefit.

Ametican Markets. 


During July and August the walue of 
shares on the New York Stock Exchange 
has risen by seventy-seven per cent.—a 
rise which cancels the losses for the first 
half of this year. Investors are asking 
themselves whether, or not the present 
“boom” is a prelude to another 
‘break of the sort that occurred in 
1929. It is impossible to answer this 
question at the moment ; for the situation 
today, if, in some items, it affords a 
parallel to that which obtained before the 
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1929 débdcle, in others presents a wholly 
aifferent appearance. Then the investing 
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vantage of the almost criminally fa 

credits which the banks offered. Business 
during the War and afterwards had been 
flourishing, - hire-pur-hase was» general, 
and the Federal and State Governments 
set examples of prodigality. . In such 
circumstances, who «ould suppose that 
trees did not grow to Heaven! Trees, of 
course, do not possess this agreeable 
habit, but the really remarkable fact 
about the American cutiook at the time 
was that no constructive effort was made 
to encourage the tree at ali, Its fruit was 
plucked with insatiate zeal until suddenly 
it withered and died. All that was left was 
the vast natural and industrial resources 
of the country. In this crisis expedients 
were sought with feverish energy, and the 
result of the search was a scheme of infla- 
tion in which some people have seen the 
germ of a new development in the capi- 
talist State, Everything, it was held, de- 
pended upon a rise of commodity prices, 
and to this end large pools—such as the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation—were 
| formed, with the aid of the banks, to main- 
tain the prices of key commodities and to 
give credits to important industries. Since 
then the price of commodities has been 
manifesting a welcome increase, but the 
actual earning power of the country’s 
industries still shows little improvement. 
Certainly, the immediate prospects of 
these industries do not warrant. the 
value which the American public is 
putting to-day upon sheir shares... Never- 
theless, optimism is a virtue; and it 


unless commodity prices re-act, will bring 
definite indications of better trade in the 
workshops. In the meanwhile, the banks 
must take steps to see that the general 
public is not encouraged to further specu- 
lation. Inflation, when it takes the form 
of credits issued to productive activity, 
may bring a rich harvest; when it yields 
easy money to the “ punter” it may 
spell disaster. 


Hidden Ireland. 


To-day the archeologist is active, and 
his labours are abundantly fruitful, in 
every continent. Egypt, Crete, Palestine, 
Mesopotamia are unfolding their ancient 
secrets, cafrying man’s ancestry and his 
arts far beyond Archbishop Usher’s date 
for the creation of the world. At the 


British Association's meeting this week 
a flood of new light was thrown upon the 
pre-classical sources of gold, silver and 
copper in Greece and the Aigean. In 
Ireland, too, 
motest history are being stirred, and the 


announcement of recent discoveries has 
stimulated local interest—perhaps, to an 
almost inconvenient extent, since zeal 
without knowledge is a dangerous thing. 
Some weeks ago we reported the finds of 
two American antiquaries at Moate, in 
County Westmeath—a_ primitive house 
and harbour and a rich collection of orna- 
ments and utensils.».Now-our Special! 
Correspondent describes a further im- 
portant discovery by the same searchers 
(Dr. Hencken and Mr. Movius, of 
Harvard University) in the same county. 
At Knockast Hill, the Mendip of central 
Treland, they have eo high a great cairn, 
with results that must ad much to our 
knowledge of “prehistoric times. The 
summit was a community burial] ground, 
dating from some two thousand years 
before Christ;, and alresdy the human 
remains which have been lifted delicately 
into day prove that i; covers many a 
bright blue eye and many a ‘swan-white 
breast. In every way our country must 
benefit by such scientifie. investigation. It 
is minute, careful and reverent... It is 
conducted under the supervision of the 
National Museum authorities, who are 
jealous guardians of our treasure-house 
of twenty-six counties; and the Museum 
will be the home of all present and future 
finds. The amply sufficient reward of 
such men as Dr. Hencken and Mr. Movius 
is the thrill of discovery and the enlarge- 
ment of science. We hope that the 
Free State Government wil give 
every help to all British and foreign 
universities and learned societies which 
may desire to share this fascinating 
work. They will be conspirators. in the 
aggrandisement of Ireland's fame, and 
they will invade no field of. politica! 
controversy. To-day the Bronze Age man 
and his trouble are ashes under Knockast.

A Penal Code. 


Spain’s reformed penal code has been 
sanctioned by the Cortes, and contains 
several changes. The death penalty and 
life sentences—except in cases which come 
under military jurisdiction—are abolished, 


and the maximum term that can be 


awarded for any offence is imprisonment 
for thirty years. Some objection to the 
abolition of the death penalty was raised 
by Sefior Ossorio Gallardo, who suggested 
that conditions in the: country were 
not sufficiently peaceful to warrant such a 
step. Considerations of this sort, how- 
ever, seldom appeal to an infant republic, 
and Sefior Gallardo’s tentative protest was 
ignored. The action of the Government 
and the Cortes may be justified in the 
event, but such justification, if it is forth- 
coming, will be largely a matter of luck. 
After any successful revolution the new 
authority inevitably feels itself compelled 
to re-shape the penal code, and embarks 
upon its task with a hearty gusto, born of 
abstract theory and devoid of misgiving. 
Rarely are the local characteristics of the 
people taken into account; to the ‘‘ pro- 
gressive '’ politician “ blind justice ”' 
knows not countries or races, and, ideally, 
must be uniform in its penal application. 
To modify an existing penal code, which, 
however imperfect, yet is the product of 
centuries’ experience, is not enough ; 
‘new’ thought demands “new” 
methods. Unhappily, where punishments 
are concerned, what is sauce for the goose 
is not hecessarily sauce for the gander. 
Not only do.various countries differ in 
their needs, but every country requires 
different treatment at different moments 
in its history. No doubt, certain altera- 
tions were desirable, but we may question 
with Sefior Gallardo whether so bold an 
experiment ought to be made while Spain 
is still racked by suppressed excitement.

Cattle in the West Indies. 


The Empire Marketing Board issued a 
report to-day on cattle-breeding in 
Jamaica. and Trinidad by Mr. John 
Hammond, of the School of Agriculture at 
Cambridge. Mr. Hammond went to the 
West Indies to study the inheritance of 
milk yield, fat percentage and other 
characters of cows cross-bred from the 
Indian zebu. His report, describes experi- 
ments in breeding at the Government 
stock farm at Kingston, Jamaica, and at 
the Government stock farm at St. Joseph, 
Trinidad. Jamaica at present is import- 
ing condensed milk on a large and increas 
ing. scale owing to deficiency and low 
yields. The island, however, is self- 
supporting in beef. Trinidad imports its 
cattle for beef from Venezuela. British 
Guiana cattle are only kept in the sugar 
cane areas for manure and work. Mr. 
Hammond, whose report is copiously 
illustrated with pictures’ of cattle. 
describes the methods that are followed to 
breed types of cattle suitable for tropical 
dairying and the conditions necessary for 
successful results. 


Britain ana Iraq. 


Certain misconceptions appear to exist 
on the nature of Anglo-Iraqi relations as 
a result of the forthcoming admission of 
draq into the. League of Nations and the 
coincident ending of the British mandate. 
Great Britain, which will maintain an 
embassy, not a legation, in Iraq, is not 
simply walking out of the country, on 
which she has spent so much since the 
War. . Apart from the provision of bases 
for the Royal Air Forte near Basra and 
west of the Euphrates—and the R.A.F. in 
the fnal event will be responsible for the 
maintenance “of ‘order in Iraq and free 
dom from aggression during the next, few 
years—British advic. will be preponderant 
in King Faisal’s State. ~The British 
Ambassador will be the senior member of 
the Diplomatic Corps in Baghdad. 1! 
sm military instructors in Iraq are to 
be British, as are all foreign officials 
engaged for special purposes by the Iraq 
Government. The idadreds of tech aical 
officers left in Iraq after the ' evacuation 
will be almost wholly British. it is nov 
ena recognised, in fact, that Sir 

rancis Humphrys, High Commissioner In 
Iraq, showed considerable’ skill in 
negotiating this Anglo-Iraqi Treaty, which 
is to come into force as soon as Iraq enters 
the League; for Great Britain stands to 
gain all her essential imperial advantages 
without incurring what she has hitherto 
run the risk of incurring—the odium for 
“imperialistic ’’ designs in this Arab 
State. 


The Motor Show. 


The Motor Show, which will be held at 
Olympia next month, may not be quite as 
big as usual, but it will be still the 
greatest exhibition of its kind. There will 

on show some five miles of exhibits 
which will have a total value of about one 
and a quarter million sterling. There 
will be a decrease in the number of car- 
stands, which will total forty-seven, and 
of these twenty-six will be occupied by ex 
elusively British goods. As several of the 
leading British manufacturers have 
announced their programmes for next yea! 
it may be that there will be few secrets 
to be revealed when the Show opens, but 
there are a few leading firms who may 
have surprises to show. Free-wheelin 
has been adopted by two leading makers 
and it is probable that this number will 
have increased before the Show opens. as 
the device is widely used in the United 
States, though manufacturers here have 
been rather slow to make use of it. 
Medj um-powered cars of the four 
cylindered motor type are again coming 
into nse, as they give more capacity an! 
more brake horse-power for the tax figure 
than the six cylinder variety. 


Copper Prospects.

GUARANTEE. - 


WITHOUT HELP OF 
GOVERNMENT. 


‘COUNTY CORK 
PROPOSAL,

From Our AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ITH a view to stabilising the price 
of eggs without a penny cost to the 
country by way of Government subsidy, a 
scheme is to be submitted at to-morrow’s 
meeting of the County Cork Poultry- 
keepers’ Association, which, if approved, 
will ultimately , be. placed before the 
Government for adoption. 
The idea is to give to the poultrykeeper 
a guaranteed price, and to the consumer:a 
fixed purchasing price for eggs, while at 
the same time ensuring for others engaged 
in the industry, such as exporters and re- 
tailers, a fair margin of profit. It is be- 
lieved that the carrying out of this scheme 
would not entail any increase in the staff 
enguged by the Free State Department of 
aen for working the present Eggs 
Act 


PURCHASED BY WEIGHT. 


The scheme provides that all eggs offered 
for sale by producers be purchased by 
weight at sixpence per pound for the 
period March Ist to August 31st, and at 
tenpence per pound from September lst to 
February 28th or 29th. 

The retail price to consumers for the 
period from March Ist to August ójst 
would be eightpence per pound, and from 
September Ist to February 28th or 29th 
one shilling per pound—prices which cor- 
respond to 1s. per dozen in summer and 
ls. 6d. per dozen in winter. | 

Egg exporters, it is proposed, should be 
subsidised during the March to August 
period to the differences in price received 
per great hundred, f.o.b. any port, Irish 
Free State, and 9s. 6d. per great hundred ; 
surplus (if any) received by exporters over 
9s. 6d. per great hundred to be paid to a 
central fund, f.o.b. price for selected eggs 
to be taken as basis. 

It is further proposed that exporters 
shall pay to a central fund during the 
September-February period any surplus 
received over 15s. per yreat hundred, f.o.b. 
any port, Irish Free State, _f.o.b. 
prices for selected eggs to be taken as the 
basis. 

It is also proposed that buyers of eggs 
from producers in the Irish Free State, 
for direct retail to Free State consumers, 
shall pay to a central fund one penny per 
pound of all egss sold for one year. 
Under this scheme Irish Free State re- 
tailers of eggs for home consumption would 
be compelled to keep a register of all pur- 
chases and sales, a copy of the register 
being supplied to the Department of Agri- 
culture regularly. 

The cost of the scheme is based on the 
export returns for 1930, in which 
year 4,616,533 great hundreds ol 
ecgis were exported. It is assumed 
that four-fifths of these were ex- 
ported during spring, summer and 
early autumn, the other fifth being ex- 
ported in the late aututan- and winter. 
For the same year the home consumption 
of eggs bought from retailers was in the 
neighbourhood of 2,500,000 great hundreds. 
With there figures to work upon, the cost 
of working the scheme would be about 
£230,826. The estimated revenue from 
eggs exported in late autumn and winter 
is £57,706, and ‘from eggs consumed at 
home throughout the year ' £156,250. 
making.a total contribution to the central 
fund of £213.956. The deficit of £16,870 
could, it is believed, be met. by, way of 
increased winter egg production, and by 
more home consumption.

BILL TO ABOLISH 
AFTERNOON CLOSING. 


Representatives of the licensed trade in 
Great Britain have decided to promote a 
bill next ‘session to abolish afternoon 
closing. This was the decision of a meet- 
ing of representatives of various bodies of 
the licensed trade. It is hoped to secure 
continuous hours in London from 11 a.m. 
to 11 p.m., in the large provincial towns 
from 10.30 a.m. to 10.50 p.m., and in the 
country from 10 a.m. to 10 p.m. 

The bill will also aim at a twelve-hour 


day on Sundays for bona fide travellers. 


The final draft of the bill will shortly 
be available, and it will include bottle 
sales and the playing of games in licensed 
houses. 

Prior to the D.O.R.A. — restrictions 
licensed houses were open from 16 to 19% 
hours, according to the district.

WORST IN DUBLIN FOR

One of the worst sale days for many 
years was experienced at Dublin Cattle 
Market yesterday. There were 811 more 
cattle in the market than last week—the 
actual number being 3,492—but in the 
absence of competitive buyers prices fell 
to the extent of £1 a head. 

There was also a glut in sheep, the 

8,000 on the market representing an in- 
crease of 350 compared with last Thurs- 
day. Thousands were unsaleable. 
Lambs were sold at prices ranging from 
12s. to 25s. There were 780 pigs in the 
market, a decrease of 80 on last week ' s 
number.

Mollison when he landed at Southampton 
last night on the Canadian Pacific liner 
Empress of Britain. 

undreds of people stood in the drench- 
ing rain and cheered him as he and his 
wife, who had flown to Cherbourg to meet 
the liner there, walked down the gang: 
way. . 
Mr. Mollison, who was given a Civic 
welcome by the Mayor of Southampton, 
was looking very fit. 

Out of the low-lying rain clouds, which 
made visibility very poor, five aeroplancs, 
piloted by members of the London Aecro- 
plane Club, Stag lane, swooped down over 
the vessel, dipping and encircling her in 
an air salute to the famous tier. 

Mr. Mollison was interviewed in his 
private suite of rooms as the liner was 
making her way up Southampton Water 
to the docks. 

“T realised,” he said, “that I should 
not have been fit to make the retur™ 
flight across the Atlantic, as I originally 
planned. I should have had to be at the 
very peak of physical fitness, 

“TIT was disappointed, of course, but I 
recognised that Lord Wakefield, who 
appealed to me not to make the west-to- 
east crossing, was right. But, perhaps, 
more than anything it was the cablegram 
from my wife which made me decide to 
give up the idea. I am tired, and I have 
come home to rest.’’ 

“You see,” he added with a smile, ‘‘] 
have only been married a month, and ] 
had only a week’s honeymoon. Amy and 
I will go away somewhere quietly. I don’t 
know where; for I have not made any 
plans. Aviation is my career, and 
obviously I do not sintend to give up 
flying.”

FROM EMPLOYES OF 
GREAT SOUTHERN.

DEPUTATION from th> workers of 

the Great Southern Railways asked 
the Dyblin Port and Docks Board, at their 
meeting yesterday, to pass a resolution 
requesting the Government to introduce 
legislation to ease the present plight of 
the Free State railways. 

On receiving. the deputation, Mr. D. 
Baird, who presided, said that; so far as 
the Board was concerned, it was their 
custom only to deal with matters relative 
to their own business, but he was quite 
willing to hear what the deputation had 
to say. 

Mr. Heneghan, the ‘eader of the deputa- 
tion, said that they lad come as repre- 
sentatives bf. the staff of the Great 
Southern Railways, and wanted to put the 
bald facts of the position of the railways 
before the Board, most of the members 
of which were influential business men. 
The railways, he ‘said, had a capital of 
£26,000,000, and most of this was Irish 
money. There were, he said, twenty-five 
thousand shareholders, and 12,000 em- 
ployés who earn yearly atout £2,000,000. 
and most of this amount was spent in the 
country. The -plight ot the railways at 


i the present time was disastrous, not only 


from the point of view cf the workers, but 
also from t-e point of view of the country 
in general. | : 
“The position of the railways is such,” 
he added, ‘‘ that in a very short time, if 
matters continue as they are at the 
moment, they will have to close down 
altogether. They have gone down to the 
extent of something iike £800,000 in the 
past few years, and of -this amount the 
workers have contributed about £350,000, 
and the position is as serious as ever.” 
Continuing, Mr. Heneghan said that 
they were there for the sympathy and 
support of the Board. Every member of 
the 12,000 employés had at least ten years’ 
service, and they were almost all married 
men, having to support about 50.000 
people. 
Referring to road transport, he said 
that that service had not to contribute to 
the original making of the roads, but the 
railways had to lay down tracks and rails

The Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany, proceeding with its economy 
plan, has, it is understood, given 
notice to several cleaners that their 
services will not be needed after next 
week.

WAR POLICY BLAMED. 


Mr. David Barry said that the railways 
not only in this country, but in Great 
Britain, were suffering from the conditions 
imposed upon them by the Government 
during the time of the Great War. He 
suggested that the Port and Docks Board 
should be extremely careful in determ %- 
ing what action, if any, they should take 
in this matter. He added that it was not 
only the road transport service opposition 
which the railways were suffering from, 
but largely the result of employing three 
people where one would be sufficient. In 
small places where there is a night and 
morning service a double staff had to be 
employed, and there was idleness during 
the day. This, he said, was largely the 
result of the policy pursued by the Govern- 
ment during the War, when wazes were 
increased, with the result that now reduc- 
tions had to be made. 

The railway employés, Mr. Barry con- 
tinued, should face the position manfully 
in the interests of the railways they had at 
heart and upon which they have to depend 
for a livelihood. If the employés had 
taken different views years ago, and agreed 
to certain reductions, the position to-day 
would be different. He had not, he said, 
expressed any personal view, but at the 
same time»they had to face the facts. 

Mr. Jim Larkin said that if Mr. Barry 
was not expressing a pegsonal view, he did 
not know what a personal veiw was. His 
opinion was that Mr. Barry was not only 
expressing a personal view, but an official 
one as well. Continuing, Mr. Larkin said 
that the position was a very debatable one 
and,.in fairness to thee road transport 
people, he did not think the Board should 
discuss the matter until they had their 
views on the matter. The problem of the 
railways was not one which was confined 
to the Free State: it was a world-wide 
problem. | 


NO RESOLUTION, 

Mr. Hewat said that the problem before 
them was what action were they going to 
take in regard to the railways. If they 
passed the suggested resolution, would 
that solve the problem? What really was 
required was good-will. 

The Chairman asked whether the 
members of the Board were in favour of 
passing a resolution, and there was no 
response. Mr. Baird then said that they 
ought not to get out of touch with the 
matter, and suggested that it should be 
referred to the Finanee Committee 

Mr Barry said that he had been 
associated with the Port and Docks Board 
for many years,. and, so far as he could 
remember, no resolution of that kind had 
been passed by the Board. He thought 
that they should not take any action, The 
matter of the railways is only one in 
which the Board is indirectly concerned, 
and why should they pass a resolution in 
this regard when they were silent on the 
matter of the economic dispute with the 
sister country, by which they were directly 
affected ? 

Baird proposed that they should 
refer the matter to the Finance, Com- 
mittee, and said that the eountry was 
going to be in a serious ition if the 
railways closed down. his, he said, 
would get over the difficulty in the mear- 
time, and it would also keep them in 
touch with the position. : 

Mr. Baird’s proposal was adopted.

WIDOWS. 


EVIDENCE 
BEFORE INQUIRY. 


PROVISION FOR 
SMALL HOLDERS. 


‘HE Committee of Inquiry into Widows’ 

I add Orphans’ Pensions held a meeting 

at the Custom Hcuse, Dublin, yesterday, 
under the chainnanship of r. Justice 
Meredith. 

The Committee has been considering the 
possibility of increasing the rate of contribu- 
tion at present payable by wage-earners and 
theiremployers for Health Insurance pusposes, 
to provide payment of pensions to the widows 
and orphans of insured persons, 

Such a -cheme, if confined to persons at 
resent within the scope of National Health 
nsutance, would exclude the large population 

of small-holders and their sons and daughters 
working on the home farms without money 
payment, and it was desired to obtain 
evidence as to whether the need for making 
provision for the widows and orphans of 
agricultural small-holders existed to the same 
eatemt as in the case of industrial wage- 
earners and agricutural labourers working 
for wages. 

Information was also required as to 
whether it would be possible for the class 
of small farmers to pay weekly contributions 
sufhcient under a scheme of compulsory 
insurance to provide the benefits cun. 
templated. 


_ TREND OF EVIDENCE. 

Evidence on these points was given by Mr. 
Sean Collins, Resident Inspector, and Mr. 
Cecil Fletcher Kelly, Divisional Inspector of 
the Department of Lands and Fisheries, and 
mew, 2. 
Department of Agriculture, who had first- 
hand knowledge of the economic conditions 
and needs of the small-holder class. Their 
evidence was given as expressing their own 
personal views, and not as the official 
evidence of their Departments. 

Mr, Collins stated that, in his opinion, 
the necessity for providing pensions to the 
widows and orphans of agricultural small- 
holders did not exist in the same sense as 
it did in the case of the widows and orphans 
Of wage-eainers, and that it would be quite 
impossible to require from the occupiers of 
holdings whose valuations were, say, £10 and 
under, the weekly contributions required 
under a scheme of compulsory insurance. 
His experience was that the widow and 
orphans of a small farmer readily received 
the assistance of their neighbours in working 
the farm until such time as the children were 
able to work it themselves. The moral 
effect of granting pensions in such ceses 
would be bad, and might seriously retard 
initiative. 

Mr. Kelly, who defined a small holding as 
a holding of valuation not exceeding £25, 
was in general agreement with Mr. Collins. 


TWO CLASSES OF SMALL 


HOLDER. 

Mr. Prendergast stated that the term 
“sma holder’ was generally used to 
designate liolders of farms of £20 valuation 
and under. He drew a distinction, however. 
between small holders who could derive a 
livel:hood from their farms and small holders 
who, not being able to support themselves 
and their families out of the holding, had to 
engage in work as migratory labourers, as 
labourers on other farms in the Saorstat, in 
road-making, fishing, or kelp-burning. 

As regards the first class, he stated that, 
in his opinion, no special provision for 
widows and orphans was required. As re- 
gards the uneconomic holdings, he thought 
that the occupiers were in as much need of 
protection. against the death of the ‘‘ bread- 
winner ” as were industrial wage-earners. 

He pointed out tha difficulty of defining 
this class with reference to the valuation of 
the farm. but suggested that all farms of 
£7 valuation and under should be included. 
It would, however, he thought, be quite tm- 
possible to apply a scheme of gg 
contributory insurance to oceupiers of such 
holdings

BARLEY IMPORTS 
TOO GREAT. 
SUGGESTION BY GRAIN 
GROWERS.

In a memorandum presented by a deputa- 
tion from the Irish Gram-Growers’ Associa- 
tion to the Ministers for Aricelture and 
Finance, on Tuesday last, it was pointed out 
that the area ann, Se barley in 1920 was 
205,000 acres, but is now approximately half 
that acreage. At the same time the require- 
ments of the Irish brewing and distilling 
industry hardly exceeds the produce of 60,000 
acres, so that the produce of 45,000 cres has 
to find its way into the feeding-stuff market. 

The tariff on imported oats has diminished 
the imports to 74,952 cwt. in the first seven 
months of the present year, as compared with 
502,402 cwt. in the corresponding period of 
1931. The exports have likewise f: len from 
89,850 cwt. to 25,845 cwt. in the correspond- 
ing periods. The obvious effect of the tariff 
has been to increase the amount of oats fed 
to live-stock, but the imports are still too 
high and the tariff might be increased or 
imports prohibited. 

The imports of maize, states the memoran- 
dum, show . tendency to increase. As it is 
obvious that such increase “must mean a re- 
duction of the area wnder tillage, they recom- 
mend that a greater area should be tilled im- 
mediately, 


WHEAT . PRICE. 


The Association expressed itself as being 
disappointed: at the low price proposed. to be 
paid for wheat. They had hoped the basic 
price would be at least 25s. per 20 stone, but 
in recognising the difficulties which would 
present themselves in the matter of adequate 
supplies of seed wheat if a better price had 
been. available, they saw that the compara- 
tively low price will ensure that only real 
wheat land will be devoted to the crop, and 
that only experienced wheat-growers. will at- 
tempt its cultivation. These are two real 
essentials to success. 

As tillage farming is suffering from «a short- 
age of working capital, the Association su¢- 
gests that some system on the lines of the 
chattel or crop mortgage for short-term or 
—- loans should be instituted without 
olay.

GREAT STEPS THAT 
HAVE BEEN MADE.

quote Professor Agnes O’Farrelly, 
I who presided during the inter-Gaelic 
discussion, this morning's session of the 
Celtic Congress enabled Celts of all countries 
for the first time in hundreds of years to 
come together and hear each nationality 
speaking its own language. This was when 
the Congress resolved itself into two groups 
to discuss means of reviving the various 
Celtic languages, the Gaelic group compris- 
ing Ireland, Scotland, and the Isle of Man, 
and the Britonic group comprising Wales, 
Brittany, and Cornwall. | 
A secondary interest attaching to such’ a 
form of discussion was the question of how 
far the “individual ationalities. of the 
different groups would be able to follow each 
other's speakers, Examination of this point 
after discussions was complicated by the 
discovery that most of the principal speakers 
were masters of more than one of the Celtic 
dialects, but, generally speaking, it seemed 
that the speaker of one Gaelic language 
could follow reasonably well the speaker of 
another, while among the Britonic peoples 
the Welsh were cut off from a degree of 
common intelligibility which was shared: by 
the other two, and couid not be followed 
without recourse to what Mr. Henry Jenner, 
President of the Congress, referred to as 
‘the one pan-Celtic language—English.”’ 
The establishment of Celtic Olympiads, at 
which Celtic athletes should compete, and of 
an inter-Celtic Mod or Eisteddfod, or Deis, 
was urged by ithe Rev. John MeKechnie, who 
remarked that they had the inter-Celtic con 
ceit undoubtedly, but let them increase or 
develop..it into an annual event, at which all 
their poets, bards or-Filidhe might be crowned, 
not with parochial, but with world, honours. 
Gaelic was rapidly dying out in Scotland and 
was regarded with more than contempt, Mr. 
McKechnie declared. Whatever Gaelic teach- 
ing was being done in Glasgow by the Educa- 
tion Authority would be better left undone, 
while in the Highland areas parents did not 
desire children to be Gaelic at school; they 
could learn better at home. In the Univer- 
sity Gaelic. was a subject qualifying for the 
M.A. degree, and might also be professed 
as a snhjéct in preliminary  examina- 
tion to all Faculties, while a student 
with a knowledge of Gaelic was in 
an excellent position for acquiring Bursaries. 
One would expect that in those circumstances 
Gaelic classes at universities would be filled; 
the’ sad fact, however, was that there were 
not sixty students in the three universities 
taking Gaelic as a degree subject this vear. 
At the University of Glasgow, which is the 
Gaelic town in Scotland, the number had 
always been higher than anywhere else, yet 
never more tham fifty in all four classes in 
one year. The English class had amounted

FORTY YEARS AGO.

Wholesale and Retail Milk Vendors’ 

Association, last night issued a state: 
ment in reply to the comments of a director 
of the Newmarket Dairy Company, pub- 
lished yesterday. 

‘*The director of Newmarket Dairy Com- 
pany,” he states, “ attempts to convey the 
umpression that his company is merely a 
continuation of the old Newmarket Company, 
a private concern, at the head of which was 
Mr. Andrew. O'Shaughnessy. No intimation 
is given that the old company’s creameries 
were acquired by Lovell and Christmas, from 
whom they were bought by the late Govern- 
ment in 1928 for the purpose of handing them 
over as quickly as possible to the farmers; 
or that the Government hold all the shar»s, 
and that the directors are civil servants. To 
say that the company have been supplying 
butter, cheese and similar products for a 
number of years ‘in the ordimary course of 
business’ and that the new venture is ‘an 
ordinary business development” does not 
convey an accurate idea of the facts. 

“In this case the concern is owned by 
one big shareholder—the Government. The 
Newmarket Company s director says there 
must be a desire on the part of the trade to 
keep milk at 2d. per pint. Those who are 
se'ling at that price know that they cannot 
‘In the present conditions sell the best qualit) 
fresh milk at 1jd. per pint. In most cases 
their customers will not accept ‘railwa' 
milk’ from County Cork or elsewhere; no! 
do they consider such milk the best for 
children. 

“The Newmarket Company’s_ director 
further states that our criticism is directed 
against their policy of reducing the price ot 
milk. It is not. Our criticism and opposition 
is directed against the obvious attempt of the 
Newmarket Dairy Company to capture the 
entire milk business of Dublin. 

“ Our complaint is that the Government 
haye gone into milk trading without inqulr- 
ing whether the retailers were charging Íair 
prices or not. ‘lo say that the new deveiop- 
ment will not be afforded assistance by the 
yovernment, and that it must stand or iall 
by its results, will deceive nobody. ho 
pays the big salaries of its Civil i 
directors’ Government Buildings! It is eas) 
for the officials of the company, this being 
taxpayers money, to reduce prices and compe! 
milk distributors and producers to accep!

submit’ their case to any tribunal and put all 
their cards on the table,’ but they cannot be 
expected to submit complacently to the mgh- 
handed methods employed in this instance.
